DARKNESS BENEATH THE CANDLE- 
STICK. 

—— Lavonuim, in his address 
before the ‘Wholesale Dry Goods Men, 
said cryptically that often it was dark- 
est beneath the candlestick. His‘mean- 
ing was that Washington is darkest 
America, so far as financial insight 
goes, and that no hope lies there with- 
out @ process of primary education. 
Only. small business is done with cur- 
rency, but the questions uppermost at 
Washington are quéstions affecting the 
issue of currency and protection against 
monopolistic combinations in control 
of the money market. Big business has 
progressed far beyond the use of cur- 
rency, and even business of the second 
grade is done with credit: Of credit 
there can be no monopoly any more 
than of the air, for every man who has 
capital can command credit. Every- 
body who has anything of value~fias 
capital, and except for convenience he 
has no need of currency to get what- 
ever else he wants. The pure theorists 
are mostly politicians, and they stand’ 
for the Government issue of money. 
The party which makes claim to a 
monopoly of progressiveness plumps for. 
that. heresy in. its platform, and there 
are many who are opposed to the issue 
‘of currency in the form of banknotes. 
But, the issue of currency by any 
source’ of supply will give nobody any 
capital, and nobody who lacks capital 
can command credit, except as matter 
of personal trust in character. Mr. 
LAUGHLIN therefore agreed with’ tfie 
views of Mr. Mornaan’s testimony. He 
elaborated this at some length, with 
laments that it was so little under- 
stood or appreciated by those who 
heard it and are in the way of acting 
upon it, and acting wrongly unless 
they shall be rightly guided. The pros- 
pect’ is for legislation akin to laws 
against something criminal in its na- 
ture, and yet Mr. LAUGHLIN agrees that 
what is necessary is something stimu- 
lating to confidence. Mr. MORGAN, says 
Mr. LAauGHUIN, is strong as a leader 
because of his character, Another man 
of equal force and wealth put into Mr, 
Morcan’s place could not maintain 
himself unless~he were trusted.

gating Commission was outlined to the]: 


visitors. That plan calls for a single head 
with three deputies, one to take charge 
of donstruction, another of maintenance 
and repairs, and the third of town high- 
ways. The delegation did not object to 
the Governor’s plan, provided. an effective 
system of supervision should be main- 
tained. 

The investigators asked the delegation 
to submit a new rate for automobile li- 
censes.’ It is the belief of officials and 
owners of motor cars that there should 
be more equitable arrangements of rates. 
The investigating commission found it 
took 20 per cent. of the automobile tax 
to pay the expense of collection. It in- 
tends to:remedy that One plan suggest- 
ed was to make several series of licenses, 
expiring in different months of the year, 
so that the whole tax should not be col- 
lected in one. month.
